teth his penne not onely againſt the medicines 
ſtrange to lealie , but even againſt all that are farre 
fetched and dearcly bought, a5 appcareth plaine- 
ly by his words. To this ſentence of Plinie, I wil 1 
adde the 1d t of two Phylitians of late time, 
leaſt Plinie beciag no phylit1an, ſhould be thonght 
an voſufficient teſtimonie.

The third witnefſe with Plinie and Fachfias, is 
Martine Rulandes , to whome the ſtudents of Phy.

dicing praflica, hath thele words : thus in Engliſh: 
Wee haue Graple medicines (cafily had , homely,

vopote My mired, and ynskiifully contuſed, and 
as veskilfully boyled . oftentimes putrefied , and 
by age of force waſted, Novenly and with great 
veghgence confefted, In words Rulands; 
briefly hath comprehended in a manner allthe di{« 
commodities of ſtrange medicines,

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/ TheſeteftimoniesI rather have alledged, gen. 
tlereader, that thou mayeſt knowe this my opini- 
on iv not mine onely , and new ſprung vp from the

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by 
daily pratiles what force they have, againſt this 


moſt grieuous dilcale , which although tome doe 
miſlike , becauſe vodilcreetly vitd , itis fomewhat 
daungerous : yet Automyr Chalmaces, 2 Skiltull 
Surgion , in the fift Booke of his Enchiridion and x. 
Chapter, afhrmeth , that therewith bee hath per.

12 it be» 
cauſe ſuch diſeaſes which require fringe medicines 
are more daungerous,or lelle1if more daungerous 
theri ſhould the remedy for them be more at hand, 
then for other : if leſſe,why are then the ſtrange me. 
dicines eſteemed a3 moſt forcible ? and if we be lefſe 
lubieR to ſuch diſcaſes 38 are cured with them,& fo 
the abſence of them may ſeeme tolerible, why then 
are tertian agues chiefly cured with Thamarines and

cept in caſe of monſters , which arc aot ordinary, 


\Wherefore her will, (ſhe being an ioftinA of Gods) 
cuer gomg with the execution thereof ,muſtneeds 
perfoarme that to vs which ſhe pretendeth in the 
varictic, But that thou maiſt (gentle reader) have 
berter bolde and greater aflurarce of the w—_— 
of thy coantrie medicires , 1 willſer done brief.
